''     The  Theory  that  Tenants  took  their  Arms  from  those 
of  their  Superior  Lords  considered. 

I  propose  to  examine  '.he  theories  ot  i'lduioiidsoii,  liouicli,  and 
Kills  as  lo  sub-tenants  bearing  their  loi'is'  arms,  more  or  less 
differenced. 

II)  Bouiellisihe  boldsstofthe  three,  for  he  simply  assumes  that 
"  the  device  of  each  baron  or  knight  would  be,  with  a  few  excep- 
tions, assigned  witli  appropriate  uiodincalions  to  tlieir  respective 
retainers  or  followers'"  (p.  D. 

But  CaU  even  a  .sins^le  instance  be  adduced  of  a  sub-tenant  usin^ 
his  superior  lord.'s  arms  xuiless  lie  obtained  then  by  marryin'.:^  a 
daughter  of  such  lord,  and  so  useci  them  in  re.?pect  of  her  portion  .- 

I  think  that  almost  every  insitince  of  simiiariiy  of  arms  will  mrn 
out  to  come  under  this  catr.trory. 

The  negative  evidence  obtainable  by  looking  up  the  arms  of 
notorious  sub-tenants  who  did  uot  bear  auythiiig  approaching  their 
lords'  arms  is  extremely  strong,  and  I  propose  to  go  into  it  later  and 
give  some  details,  v%-hen  I  •Jiink  I  shall  be  able  to  show  that  nearly 
every  case  of  user  '')f  a  lord's  arms  arises,  as  I  iusve  said  before,  from 
marriages,  either  known  or  not  yet  suspected. 

Edmondson.   p.    155.   cites    (quoting   Guillini'  :     That   the   arms 
of  the  Earia  of  Leicester,  viz.,  Gu.,  a  cinquefoil  erm.,  were  borne  by 
many  of  the  best  families  in  that  and  adjoining  counties,  viz. : 
lloton     ...         ...         -^^rg.,  a  cinquefoil  az. 

Braiisford  ...         Or,  a  cinquefoil  sa. 

Astley     ...         ...         Az.,  a  cinquefoil  erui. 

Eesingion  ...         A/.,  on  cinquefoil  or. 

But  he  does  iiot  show,  or  attempt  to  show,  that  any  Jt  them  held 
under  the  P'arls  of  Leicester. 

(2)  Similarly  he  quotes  the  "  old  barons  of  Kendal  in  West- 
"  moreiand  as  bearing:  .A.rg.,  2  bars  gu.,  and  in  a  canton  of  the  2nd 
"a  lion  passant  or.  wherefore  many  gentlemen  of  that  county  and 
"  in  Ouniberlaud  took  the  same  in  diaeient  colours  and  charges  in 
"  the  canton." 

\3)  Hubert  de  Burgh,  Earl  of  Kent,  bore  :  Gu.,  7  lozenges  vair, 
3,  3,  and  X,  ■■  in  allusion  whereunto  .A.nselm  de  Guise  having  obtained 
from  the  earl  a  grant  of  lands  in  Bucks  and  Gloucester  took  the  same 
coat  with  a  cauton  or  chargevi  witii  a  mullet  of  6  points  pierced  sa." 

(4)  The  Castle  of  Tunb.ridiie  belonged  to  the  Clares,  who  bore  : 
Or,  3  chevron.s  gu..  "aud  therefore  the  familv  of  Hardress  bore  Gu., 
'•a  lion  rampant  erm.,  debruised  by  a  chevron  or,  to  denote  they 
"  held  the  manor  of  the  Castle  of  Tunbridge." 

But  in  each  case  there  is  nothing  to  show  that  the  seconii  coat 
was  uot  borne  through  an  heiress  or  sister. 

Edmondson  also  quotes  the  following  instances  of  transfers  of 
aruis,  which  I  have  arranged  in  order  of  date  :  — 

Sir  John  Carevv^,  lemp.  Edward  L  (1272-1307),  obtained  a  convey- 
ance of  the  arms  ot  Mohun  to  him  and  the  he;rs  of  his  'oody  from 
his  wife  Alianor,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  William  de  Mohun,  and 
his  'lesceudauts  quartered  such  arms.  But  here  again  there  is  noth- 
ing bearing  on  t'ae  real  question,  for  he  would,  of  course,  quarter 
them  as  of  right  'p,  156). 
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Robert  de  Morley  11549;,  Mai»;ial  oi  ireiaud  111  22  Edward  III. 
(1349),  grat'.ts  to  his  good  friend  Robert  de  Corby  a-jd  his  heiis 
the  arms  -which  had  descended  to  aim  through  his  heritage  fro:.u 
Monsieur  Baldvviu  de  Maiioires.  viz.,  Arg.,  a  saitire  engrailed  sa. 
(Bl.,  1!..  pp.   436  and   1551. 

15  Richard  II.  (1391).  Thomas  Grendaie.  of  Feutoii.  cousin  and 
beir  to  John  Beaunsays,  of  Sautre.  grants:  Arg..  a  cross  az.  charged 
with  5  garbs  or,  the  arms  of  Beauniays,  to  William  3lo:gne  (p.  1561. 

II  Henry  iV.  11409-10).  Sir  Thomas  de  Clanvowe  grants  his  own 
arms  mot  specified)  to  Ids  cousin  William  Criketot. 

3  Henry  V.  11414-15).  ^Margaret,  daughter  and  heiress  of  S'.r 
Thomas  Datiiers  or  Daniel  of  Bradley  in  Appleton.  granted  to  her 
sou  by  her  .'=ecoiid  husband,  John  Savage,  of  Clinton,  the  liberty  of 
using  her  paternal  arms,  bul  this  instance  seem  of  little  interest  or 
value,  for  of  course  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  u.se  his  mother's 
arms  as  of  right. 

Perhaps,  however,  what  is  meant  is  that  he  was  to  use  such  arms 
only  as  a  new  coat. 

14  Henry  Vi.  (:43.5-36i.  Lady  Johanna,  late  wife  of  William  Lee. 
of  Knightly,  granted  to  Richard  Peshale,  son  of  Huruparey  Peshaie, 
her  shield  or  anus  mot  specified). 

1-442.  A  charter  of  Humphrey.  Earl  of  Stafford,  and  of  Perche. 
Lord  of  Tonbridge  and  of  Caux.  .iated  the  xlij.  [SIl.)  iiay  of  August. 
20  Henry  VI.  11442),  to  one  Robert  Whitgreve,  a  shieid  of  az.,  a 
quatre  points  d"  or',  4  chevrons  gu.,  and  for  crest  a  deu.i-antelope  or. 

This  coat  does  not  appear  in  Burke. 

In  Norfolk  I  only  ti;id  two  alleged  transfers  or  arms.  viz..  the 
Morley  to  Corby  case  (already  quoted  under  the  dace  of  13491,  and  an 
alleged  transfer  of  the  arms  of  Brampton  n:encioucd  in  BlomeSe'.d 
(vii.,  p.  436). 

It  mav  possibly  be  that  when  a  man  bought  a  mauor  he  assumed 
the  arras  of  the  former  owner,  but  the  only  case  which  bears  out  this 
idea  is  when  Sir  Giles  de  Bernham  sold  the  manor  of  Hellesdon 
to  Waiter  de  Berney,  the  latter  used  arms  not  unlike  the  arms  or 
Bernham.     (Rye's  Plellesdon,  p.  156). 

But  here  again  the  tamilies  may  have  been  connected  by  marriage. 

Another  way  to  get  at  the  truth  is  to  take  two  or  three  of  the 
better  known  Ordinaries  and  see  if  any  evidence  can  be  found  that 
those  who  use  them  derived  them  from  a  common  superior  lord. 

I.      Qu.\RTERT,Y. 

Take  for  example  the  well-known  ■"  quarterlv  "  co.it  of  Mande- 
-ville,  which  may  well  be  guessed  by  some  to  have  been  the  origin  of 
the  n"amerous  "quarterly  "  coats  in  Norfolk. 

The  Mandevilles  however  held  nothing  at  Domesday  in  the 
county,  and  afterwards  only  possessed  lai'.d  here  by  marrying  the 
heiress  of  Eudo  de  Rye,  whose  possessions  in  the  county  consisted  of 
only  a  few  (nine)  lordships. 

Not  one  of  the  families  who  held  .such  lordships  can  as  far  as 
be  traced  ever  used  a  quarterly  coat  at  all. 

But  as  thouirh  to  accentuate  my  th.cory  that  arms  pa.ssed  through 
families  (not  necessarily  heiresses)  on  marriages,  we  find  that  William 
de  Say,  who  is  the  only  man  of  importance  who  bore  the  quarterly 
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coat  -iriough  not  a  Norfolk,  as  far  as  I  cau  yet  rind;,  marne  i  Beatrice 
de  Mandeviile,  the  heiress  of  the  ^lacleviiies. 

II.     Fess  bet-.vee.n"  Chevrons. 

Now  let  us  try  the  weil-knov/u  fes?  between  chevrons  coat,  of 
which  we  have  nearly  a  floxeu  in.stauces  in  the  county. 

The  two  fauiiiie?  of  the  most  importance  who  bore  it  was  {i) 
Barnard  and  12,  Cl<jre. 

It  l-a.<  always  been  taken  f.>r  granted  by  Bloiiienc'-i.  ^iltnifoni. 
and  others  that  it  was  the  Baitiaid  coat  of  Az..  a  fc^s  bciwrcn  two 
<.;hevrcMi-;  '-r  Niv'-'I.-ts'  Rnll.  [3.)S-i4).  and  that  ;■.  was  'he  'riu-in  of 
.stf\'er;i'  N^:  ;>.':k  oov.-^.  an  i  it  is  ^-rvt.-;!  as  .he  ^it^oll^esc  iii^rance  ot  arn's 
passintj  by  subinfeudation.  Th.e  Bauiardri  certainly  have  the  advan- 
tage of  being  tenants  2/7  capite  ( of  Bunwell,  v.,  p.  i-,^;.  whereas 

the  Cleres  were  not. 

But  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that  all  the  others  iincludii-e  the 
Cleres  themselves:'  did  not  get  the  arms  by  marrying  Bainards.  and 
not  by  holding  lands  from  them,  though  indeed  they  may  well  have 
done  both. 

It  has  indeed  been  said  positively  that  the  Bamanls  took  their 
two  chevrons  from  Clare,  but  I  think  the  boot  was  ou  the  other  leg, 
for  the  Fitz  Walters  {who  were  Cleres;  held  the  barony  of  Barnard 
Castie  {v..  p.  185). 

The  Bainards  lost  their  main  barony  for  rebellion  asrainst  Henry 
I.,  and  it  was  given  by  the  King  to  Robert  Fitz  Richard,  son  of  the 
Gilbert  de  Clare  who  died  iiv}  iStow.  p.  761.  I  .lun't  find  any  Robert 
Fitz  Richar  1  in  Round's  pedigrees  of  the  family. 

Sir  R-lchard  Baniard' bore :  Sa.  a  fess  between  2  chevrons  or 
(Nicolas'  Roll,   1308-1314'. 

Part  of  their  old  holding,  viz.,  the  manor  of  Bunwell.  remained 
in  a  junior  branch  of  the  Bainards  iv..  p.  I3.^). 

In  the  aid  of  1347  William  de  Kerdeston  held  half  a  knight's  fee 
of  Frederick  Banvard,  and  he  of  John  Fitz  Walter. 

2.  The  Clares  onginally  bore  3  chevrons,  but  thou'^fh  they  held 
of  the  Bainards  -d  ,  p.  246)  I  don't  think  I  ever  noced  the  fess 
between  them,  though  their  descendants  the  Fitz  Walters  <iid  so. 

By  ri66  ,L.ib.  Nig.,  p.  12,1  Robert  Fitz  Walter  gave  Fiiby  at  a 
knight's  fee  to  Ralph  de  Clere.  who  was  presumably  one  of  his  own 
family,  thoug'ti  Norris    Fle^g?.  p.  117.'  c-ays  he  seized  it  again. 

3.  Later  on  Sir  Walter  Fitz  Walter  in  1424  bore  :  Or.  a  fess 
between  2  chevron^.  Whether  this  was  compounded  froTn  the  old 
chevrons  of  the  Clares  or  v.-as  adopted  bodily  from  tlie  oid  coat  of 
Bainard  when  they  ("-)  got  a  grant  of  the  baronv  ot  Bainard  remains 
to  be  seen.

Sir  Richard  de  Cornherd  occurs  in  the  SufT.>ik  Fines  of  I27>.  and  his 
daughter  .Alice  n  arrieii  Sir  Thomas  de  Grsv,  wlio  ceitainiy  u'lopted 
the  Cf  rnherd  arr:s. 

5.  De  Grey.  A-,  just  mentioned.  Sir  Thomas  de  Grey  married 
Alice  de  Cornheid.  and,  adopted  her  arms  of:  -Az..  a  fess  between  2 
chevrons  or. 
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Their  sou,  another  Sir  ThoiJias  Je  Gi'ey,  married  Isabel,  daughiir 
aud  co-beiress  of  Frederick  liaynard.  but  this  of  c-'-urse  does  r.r'i 
account  for  their  issiiig  tiie  Baiuard  arns,  as  they  I'.a-l  u.sed  t!-.e-.r. 
earlier.

It  wiii  no  doubt  be  considered  bv  Scotch  heralds  the  rankest 
heresy  when  I  sui^iicst  that  the  Lindseys  may  have  origiiiatlv  come 
from  Lindsay  in  Marshland,  and  not  from  th.e  Norman  faniilv. 

The  '"orle  "  mentioned  above  no  doubt  su.i;t;ested  the  term  "in 
orie  "  wiiere  martlets  and  other  charges  were  arranged  round  tl:e 
shielil  foliowinij  its  oiitiine. 

(>f  these  we  have  diestdes  the  four  "  Scotch  '"  coats  iust  inen- 
ttoneii)  over  a  dozen  in  Norfolk,  which  I  detail  below.  The  chief 
were  the  families  of  Valence  and  \'aux.  but  here  again  we  are  met 
with  the  difficulty  that  neithei-  of  them  was  a  large  holder  in 
Norfolk. 

1.  Yalence.   Earl   of   Pemi:)roke,   whose   coat    in    Witifarthing 

Church  d.,  p.  i^.i)  is;  Barry  of  10  atg.  and  az.,  an  orle  of  martlets 
gn.,  which  has  more  or  less  been  transmitted  to  Pembroke  Hall, 
Cambridge,  through  lis  foundress,  th.e  wife  of  Aymer  de  Vdence. 

The  on.ly  possible  instance  of  their  transmitting  the  orle  arises 
thus:  William  d.e  Valence.  Earl  of  Pembroke,  h:id  a  grant  of  Filby 
about  5c  Henry  III.  <  12^5-61.  and  the  family  of  Filby  {pose)  bore  :  Arg.. 
an  iuescutcheon  and  an  orle  of  martlets  gu.  'viii.,  p,  137.  and  xi..  d. 
217).  The  Filby.K  niav  however  have  been  a  junior  branch  of  the 
Valences,  or  may  have  marrieil  a  sister  or  daughter  of  that  fauiily. 

The  same  remark  applies  to  Holland  </yosi  14'. 

2.  Yaux.  Vy'iiliam  d,e,  m  the  Nicolas'  Roll  ;  130^-14,!  is  said  to 
have  borne

him  on  the  Wodehonse  Roll  was  Sir  Ralph  de  Roymg  iRitiiinu;  in 
Essex;,  who  bore  :  ;_Arg,]  2  bars  gu.,  wdtiiin  an  orle  of  martlets  Tgu.]

But  this  I  tiii.nk  m:iyon!y  be  ,n  suessdatinii  from  the  perioJ  when  the  .Ansuishs 
of  -N'orfdik  beyan  to  thi.n'f  themselves  worthy  of  be-irm:.;  arms  and  fancied  they 
came  from  .Angus  of  Scutl.Tni}. 

The  ^^.,e^■<  may  i-ave  h^en  ri-.;ht  ;>.<  far  as  the  Scot;:h  orijiin  is  concerneii.  but 
Ai^v;us  of  S^.o:liinu  boie  a  totuHy  different  coat,  so  u;d  the  .\orfoik  .Anjiuishs. 
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\\  ::  =  :::er  tuis  juxtaposUiou  saowi  reialioiiship  or  leiiaucy  'ices 
not  appear. 

But  as  to  the  Vauxcoat  we  are  met  wiih  the  ii'.iportaiit  difficully 
that  the  Xortolk  fauiilv  of  Vaux,  who  foundeii  Pentney  Priory  never 
bore  the  orle  at  a!!,  but  a

of  Norfolk  in  12^4.  and  Dathwood  in  l)i.>  Sheriffs  ascribes  to  iiini 
[-■^"^"■j  3  '">^''>  and.  a  bordurc  of  inarc'ei^  of  the  2nd.  He  held  what 
was  afterwards  Thorp  Place,  which  Ralph  de  Rothing  sold  in  1290, 
and  was  prohahly  the  Ralph,  v.ho  in  th.e  Nicolas'  Rolf  •  T30S-17)  boie 
Arg.,  3  bars  gu.  wdthin  a  bordure  of  martlets  gu. 

Ralph  held  half  a  Knighfs  fee  in  Titleshall  and  Wellingham  of 
Fitz  Walter  as  of  the  Barony  of  Bainard  ix. ,  p.  63),  and  the  family 
also  held  in  Pauxworih,  South  Wa'shaiu,  and  Hembiingtou,  the 
second  under  de  Botefort,  but  there  is  nothing  to  suggest  any  conuec- 
tiou  with  either  Valence  or  Vaux. 

4-  Begavile,  of  Winterton,.  bore  :  Sa.,  an  inesentcheon  and  an 
orle  of  martlets  or  (xi.,  p.  199),  They  were  sub-teuants  of  St.  Benei's 
Abbey,  but  here  again  I  see  nothing  to  connect  them  with  either  of 
Valen.ce  or  Vaux.  The  fact  that  the  Hautboys  [po^l  6),  who  also 
bore  an  orle.  were  also  ter.ants  of  St.  Benefs.  seems  to  suggest  some 
coauection  between  the  two  fandlies.  and  with 

5.  Elrpingham,  who  bore  :  Vert.,  an  iuescutcheon  within  an 
orle  of  mati'.tts  arg.  at  Kanham.  i..  p.  356;  Barningham.  viii.,  p.

The  arms  of  .Sir  Thomas  also  occur  at  Foulshatn.  but  here  it  was 
probably  through  a  ficrhtiug  connection  with  Tliomas.  Lord  Moriev. 

The  only  possible  connection  with  Vaux  is  that  one  of  the 
Erpingham  manors  belonged  to  Roger  Bigod,  of  whom  P.obert  de 
Vallibus  held  four  knights'  fees  in  Liber.  Niger. 

6.  Hautbois.  Peter  de.  bore:  Barry  an  orle  of  holly  leaves 
proper. 

His  father.  William  de  Hautlois  was  steward  of  the  Benet's 
Abbey  and  also  held  under  the  Warrens. 

That  Bartholomew  de  Ree'iham  (>'V  r'St  12)  claimed  lami  at 
Hautbois  (v.,  p.  30T).  and  that  Wiiliani  de  Reedham  was  ;.aid  to  bear 
an  escutcheon  witiiin  an  orle  of  martlets  seems  to  show  sotne  con- 
uectiou  between  the  two  families.

This  family  is  said  bv  F-iar  Erackley,  No.  11,  to 
bear  :  Gu.,  an  inescntcheon  in  an  orle  of  m;.rtlets,  and  it  is  said  this 
was  the  early  coat  of  Reedham,  but  t'le  real  cn;ti  of  Reedhnm  would 
seem  to  'oe  a  chevron  between  reed  sheaves.     {Se-' poit.

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9-  Essex,  Kaiheriue  de.  of  OuUoii,  impaled  au  iueacutcheon 
within  an  urle  of  martlets  (Bardolph  Seals,  viii..

G.  A.  Cokayne  (i.,  p.  222)  thiuks  there  was  some  couHectioa 
between  the  orle  borne  bv  Henry  de  Hsiex,  a  feudal  baron,  with  the 
orle  of  il:^  Ba'.'iiols.

It  wouid  he  a  waste  of  time  to  attempt  by  ainiiiarly  investi- 
gating the  iunuLiierable  cohis  bearing  bends,  fesses.  chevrons,  &;c., 
to  aiiipiiiv  this  conclusion. 

As  to  charges  we  might  go  into  detail,  especially  as  to  the  Lion, 
which  has  always  been  thought  to  have  originated  with  the  Bigoi^s. 

Of  the  11  sub-teiiai!ts  of  the  Digods  the  arms  of  oaiv  three  (Cole- 
ville.  Raimes,  and  Ver-lon)  seem  to  have  any  direct  connection  with 
.the  I'igods. 

Now  let  us  take  another  case.

There  were,  however,  the  arms  of  the  great  family  of  Vaux.  of 
Trierman.  the  alleged  ancestors  of  Lord   Brougham  and  Vau.x. 

In  the  windows  at  Carrow  Abbey,  Cheeky  or  and  gu.  were  used 
for  Vaux. 

But  the  coat  of  William  de  Vaux,  130S-24,  was  an  inescutcheou 
between  an  ar'.e  of  martlets.

On 
the  other  hand  we  know  that  the  barony  went  to  the  ilarshails.  and 
we  find  they  bore;  Gu..  a  bend  inilenled  or,  which  is  stronijlv  in 
favour  of  the  idea  that  the  arms  followed  the  descent  and  not  the 
sub-infeU'Kition. 

Nor  iloes  an  examination  of  the  arms  of  the  13  sub-tenants  of 
de  Albinis  sliow  anvone  hearing  the  lion  rampant. 

The  same  remark  applies  to  the  nine  sub-tenants  of  the  Worme- 
gai  holding. 
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
